BENEFICIAL TO BERRIES. 


SMALL FRUIT WAS VhRY LATE 


Apples Are Strong—Large Crops of 


These and the Best of 


Quality. 


All fruit has been later this sea- 


son than usual, and in general has 
fallen below the standard In quality. 
On this local dealers are agreed, and 
they base thu condition upon the cold 
and wet season, and a dearth of 
Sol's genial rays. 
While It is early 


to mane thu statement to a certain- 
ty, thu opinion is general that 
as 


the first of each line of fruit was re- 
ceived later than usual, so will It 
be later than usual before the last 
of each line Is received. 
Although 


the fruit is of an Inferior grade, com- 
pared to some years, the bearing per- 
iod will probably be as long as us- 
ual. 


Berries Weak 


Beginning with the outset of the 


season with the small fruit. 
Tne 


berries up to a certain point were fine 
and large when they suddenly drop- 
ped, and the yield was scant, the 
bearing season In this case being not- 
iceably . abbreviated.

shall hold his office for four years 
from the succeeding first Monday In 
July. 
The state superintendent cho- 


sen at the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1902, •. ^ shall hold and con- 
tinue In his offlce until the first Mon- 
day In July. 1905, and his successor 
shall be chosen at the time of the Ju 
dlclal election In April, 1'JOu. 
The 


term :of ulllco. time and manner o£ 
electing or appointing all other of- 
fices of supervision of public 
In 


structlon shall bo fixed by law."
